The elation of the authorities, a nat- 
ural conaequence of thia achievement, 
it lobered by oflScial dispatchea show- 
ing the activity of the Japanese in 
Eastern Manclmiia. Knang-den Sian 
(Huang Tiann Sai?), 5tt miles noitli- 
(taat of Feng Wang Cheng, was occu- 
lted by the Japanese May 6. This en- 
ablea an advance along the bad roads 
to the flank either at Llao Yang or 
Mukden. The territory between the 
main road to Feng Wang Cheng and 
the river Tayang has been penerated 
by auch a strong force of Japanese aa 
ip lead to the suggeation that another 
fmj haa landed at Takushan, of 
Wkich the outside world has not before 
heard. 

The activity of the Japanese, how- 
ever, has been expected and therefore 
haa not diminished the satisfaction 
felt at the opening of communication 
with Port Arthur. 

, London, May 11.— The Chronicle's 
Correspondent at Shan-Hal-Kwan, un- 
der date of May 10, says that the Jap- 
anese first army from the Yalu river 
already ia threatening the Ruasian po- 
attion at Hal-Cheng. The second army, 
marching in three divisions in order 
to co-operate with Gen. Kurol<|, lias 
defeated the UussianH near Wafung- 
Tien with great loss, the corespondent 
nays. He adds that the Japanese ar- 
tillery waa splendidly handled. 

The Chronicle's Toklo correspond- 
ent declares that Port Arthur will be 
bombarded with heavy f;iins and that 
a concentrated assault will be made on 
a well-known vulnerable point in the

John Fiiidley Wallace, of Chic- 
ago, Appointed by the Pan- 
ama Canal Commission. 



SALARY WILL BE $25,000 A YEAR. 



About Two Years Will 99 Beqnlred 

to Make Snrveys, Estimates of 
Expenses and Plans. 



Canal Will Coat $800,000,000 and Will 

Require Ten Years to Complete 
It— Over 50.000 Men Will 
Be Employed. 

Washington, May 11. — Adm. Walker, 
president of th^ Panama canal com- 
mission, received a telegram Tuesday 
from John Flndley Wallace, of Chi- 
cago, general manager of the Illinois 
Central railroad, tfccepting the ap- 
pointment of chief engineer In charge 
of the construction of the canal. Mr. 
Wallace will receive a wlaiy. o( t25«- 
000 a year. 

"Mr. Wallace haa been considered 
for some time by members ot the ca- 
nal commission for the position of 
chief engineer," said Adm. Walker. 
"No one stands higher in his profes- 
sion or Is better equipped to take up 
the work mapped out than he. and the 
commission is to be congratulated on 
securing the services of su( h a man." 

Mr. Wlallace will take up his work 
with the comniisKion on .hine 1. Hi- 
will arrive in Washington on or before 
that date and for the present will have 
hla oflice at the headquarters of tho 
commission in this city. 

It is estimated that abotit two year? 
will be required to complete the sur- 
vf y>;, make th<> estiniat" h of cost and 
decide on the final plans. In round 
figures the canal will cost 9200,000,000 
snd will require ten years to complete 
It. Aside from the engineers, machin- 
ists and other skilled labor the con- 
etruction work will give employment 
to 50,000 men. 

Posatbly the most important quali- 
fications poeseeeed by Mr. Wallace is 
his ability and tact In the management 
of men. F'or several years all ques- 
tions involving the matter of labor and 
the control of labor organizations In 
the entire system of the Illlnoip Cen- 
tral Railroad Co. have devolved upon 
Mr. Wallace for settlement. The 23 
different labor organizations found 
among the employes of tiie Illinois 
Central have always had the most im- 
plicit confidence in his decisions. As 
evidence of this. It can be stated that 
they have never in a single instance 
appealed from his decisions to higher 
authorities since he has been general 
manager of the road. 

The appointment of Mr Wallace as 
chief engineer of the canal means his 
practical residence on the isthmus 
while the canal ia being built. He will 
depart for the scene of his new work 
almost ininiediately, probably not la- 
ter than tiu' middle of June. 

ARMY POST SCHOOLS. 



Ordera Prepared to Carry Out the Pro- 
visiona of the Dick Law. 

Wnsliington, .May 11. — An order has 
been prepared at the war department 
to carry out the provisions of the Dick 
law relating to the attendance of mi- 
litia offlciale at army post schools. Un- 
der the order militia ofBcers may at- 
tend pf)st schools in such number as 
the commander of the post may au- 
thorize. These schools are conducted 
for army ofllcers two hours each day 
for five months in the year and when 
the officers are considered suflllciently 
proficient they are certified to tho 
military school at Fort Leavenworth. 
Militia officers will be entitled to the 
same privilege after attending the 
post school. 

BEET SUGAR INDUSTRIES. 



There Has Been An Increase In the 

Number of Factories. 



'Washington, May 11. — A report on 
the progrees of the beet sugar Indun 
try in 1908, prepared by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, shows there hao 

been an increase In the number of beet 
sugar factorlea In the I'nltcd States 
from 43 at the close of \'m>'2 to 56 at 
the beginning of 1904. According to 
the report the sugar beet crop of 1903 
amounted to a little more than 2,000,- 
000 tons harvested from 242,676 acres, 
the average yield being about 8\i tons 
to the acre. The prices received for 
beeta ranged from 14.50 to t& 60 per 
ton, the average being nearly |5.

A BULLET MOLE IN THE REMAINS. 



The 82 Caliber Hall Had I'aslSd 
Thronfif'.i the l ifth R b and , 
Penetrated the HearL' 



The Right Hand Was Missing and Was 
Probably Eerne Away By Wild 
•aaata— Two Men Held 
On Suspicion. 



Bristol. Vs.. May 11.— The shrunken 
and decayed body of Edward L. Wentz, 
of Phtladalphia, was literally taken to 

pieces Tuesday aft. moon by physi- 
cians and detectives in the course of 
the coroner's inQuest, which was be- 
gun at 4 o'clock in the dark cavern of 
Black mountain. 

Young MillionairS Wenta mysteri- 
ously disappeared October 14, 190S, 
end his body was found Sunday near 
Kelly View within a mile of the place 
where he was last seen alive. Wentz 
was in charge of his father's mines In 
Wloa eonnty. Elnoe his dlsappearancu 
more than $50,000 has been offered for 
any news of him. 

The startling feature of the iiuiuest 
was the discovery of a 32-caliber pistol 
ball in the body which might have 
been discharged from the empty pistol 
of the same caliber found 18 feet from 
the remains. The ball had passed 
through the fifth rili, entering in 
front, liad penetrated the heart, a 
back rib and lodged in the muscles of 
the back one and a half Inches from 
the spine. Several boles were found 
in the clothing where other bullets en- 
tered but beneath tnem the body was 
Intact. Tho right hand was missing 
and was probably borne away by wild 
t>east8. A white pearl button, which 
coqM not hava belonged to the mur 
derer, was found nearby . 

There is little doubt that the ban 
penetrated the heart, as the physicians 
found evidence of hemorrhage in that 
portion of the body and an immense 
amount of blood congested back of the 
lungs. Deteetlvea ota the scene made 
careful exsmination of the pistol, find- 
ing it to be a Smith & Wesson. No 
86-0-50. Two cartridges were on ei 
ther side of the hammer, but the 
chamber imder the hammer contained 
an empty ahell, aa well as the two low- 
er chambers. 

It was stated Tuesday t y persons 
close to the Went/ family that the 
queetlon of reward will be ■^(ttled a; 
to the amount and time of payment 
after the verdict is rendered. There is 
a great difference of opinion aa to the 
cause ot Wents's death, whether acci- 
dental, suicide or murder. Many be- 
lieve it was suicide.

Va.. on 
Wei!f/.'s iir( i ■ rt> .Another reason for 
believing them guilty is that the men 
were communicating with persons out- 
side of jail and wrote as if they were 
trying to cover up some graver crime 
of which they were guilty.
